As to your recent letter asking for suggestions for the 
disposition of a gift you received from Sue Shear I will be glad 
to give you such assistance as I am able to.

If you sell the material before you have held it for two years 
you are obliged to report that fact to the IRS in accordance with 
Form 8283, Section B, Part IV which you signed. This may trigger 
an audit of the donor’s income tax return. You may wish to discuss 
that with her. I call your attention to the date of August 20, 
1996 on the detailed listing and the date of October 30, 1996 on 
Form 8283:. 


I do not know who told you that its value could only increase 
if you hold it for two yeare but that is not at all certain:
